W HEEJ'AS tlie Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland preamble. 

have, in pursuance of Tie Drainage and Improvement of Viet. 

Tamrta Act (Ireland). 1863, and the Acts amending the p art7 ; ’ 
same, duly made the Provisional Order contained in the Schedule 
5 to this Act annexed; and it is by the said last-menW Act pro- 
vided, that no such Order shall he of any Valuhty whatsoever until 
it shall have been confirmed by Parliament, and it is expedient that 
the said Order should he so confirmed : , M ^ 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queens most ExceUent Ma esty 
10 by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the Authority of the same, as follows :

Whereas certain proprietors of and persons interested in the lands adjoining 
the Upper Inny River and tributary streams, on or about the Thirty-first day 
of March One thousand eight hundred and sixty-six, presented their petition 
to the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland, under the provisions of « The 
Drainage and Improvement of Lands Act (Ireland), 1S63,” and the Acts 10 
amending the same, accompanied by the proper schedules, maps, plans, sections, 
and estimates, together with other particulars and information required by 
the said Act, showing, by reference to % said maps, the boundaries and area 
of the proposed Drainage District, and stating the exigencies rendering the 
formation of such Drainage District necessary, and praying that said lands 15 
within the proposed District should be constituted a separate Drainage District 
under the provisions of the said Acts : And whereas the said Commissioners 
referred the same to Samuel U. Roberts, Esquire, Civil Engineer, an Inspector 
duly appointed under the said Acts : 

And whereas ah notices and inquiries required by the said Act have been 20 
duly given and made, and the said Inspector has duly reported to us the said 
Commissioners in writing the result of his inquiries ; and we the said Com- 
missioners have duly considered the same, and have also considered some 
objections made to said report: And whereas all preliminaries required by 
the sard Act to precede the making of this Provisional Order have been 25 
performed and complied with: And whereas we the said Commissioners of 
Public Works in Ireland, upon consideration of the premises, are satisfied of 
the propriety of constituting the proposed separate Drainage District and 
that the proprietors of two-third parts in value of the lands in the proposed 
District are m favour thereof, and have subsequently to the date of the report 30 
ot said Inspector assented thereto in writing : 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the power given to us by the said Acte we, 
the Commissioners of Pnblic Works in Ireland, do, by this Provisional Order 
imder our common seal, constitnte the area in the said petition and report, 
and the boundaries and extent of which are set forth within yellow lines on 35 
the map to which we have caused our common seal to be attached (and which 
map is deposited in the Office of Public Works in Ireland), a separate Drainage 
Dmtaicfc, by the name of “The Upper Inny Drainage District :” And we do 
declare that the lands or other property to be purchased for or likely to be 
mjnred by the proposed works in such District (subject to such alterations or 40 
delations therefrom as we the said Commissioners may hereafter sanction) 
are the lands or other property in that behalf shown and set forth in the said 
map, and described m the schedule thereto annexed, marked with the letter B 
and also sealed with onr common seal: And we the said Commissioners oi 
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•Public Works do by this our Order, order Mid direct that the time for the 
c rietion 0 f the necessary works in the said District shall he limited to the 
Thirty-first day of December which will he in the year One thousand eight 

hundred and seventy-two: . .....
